To see if the Town will vote to have the Selectmen appoint 
a liquor agent or agents, for the ensuing year, under pro- 
visions of Chapter 147, Laws 1917. 


To see if the Town will vote to give prescription permits .to 
one or both of the local druggists to sell liquor for medi- 
cinal use under the provisions of Chapter 147, Laws 1917, 
provided the town does not vote to have a liquor agent. 


To choose one delegate to the Constitutional Convention. 


To transact any other business that may lawfully come before 
the meeting.
